PORT IMPROVEMENT 
SCHEMES. 


DUBLIN PLAN UNDER 
CONSIDERATION. 


At the last meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board a joint report from the Board’s 
engineer, Mr. James Mallagh, and Mr, P. H. 
McCarthy, C.E., submitting a plan for the 
improvement of the port, was ordered to be 
circulated among the members. 

A survey of the port facilities of Great 
Britain, conducted by a Port Facilities 
Committee appointed by the Chamber of 
Shipping of the United Kingdom, which 
has Seen carried out, shows that in many 
casés development schemes are either in 
operation or contemplation. 

The report, whi treats.of the begin- 
ning of 1924, states that big improvements 
have been decided. upon at Dundee, where 
larger steamers could be admitted if the 
—— docks were made more adequate, and 
at Leith, where two of the four schemes pro- 
posed would ocoupy seven years, 

At Newcastle-on-Tyne, where some im-. 
provements are on foot, many of the coal 
shipping facilities were found to be anti- 
quated. At Sunderland there are to be five 
more acres of sidings, more electric cranes, 
new piers at harbour entrance; and a new 
entrance to Hudson Dock. 

As regards Southampton, where the dis- 
charging of bulk 
and cumbersome, the Southern Railway Com- 
pany has laid before Parliament a scheme 
which will provide an additional 10. deep- 
water berths capable of accommodating the 
largest liners afloat. There are 27 new 
works in hand or proposed at Cardiff, and 
at Liverpool a scheme.of extension in hand 
to hi” about pitcag rr will make additions 
to the water area acres), -quayage ( 
miles), ground covered by sheds (134 ir 
and gross floor area of sheds (55 acres). 

Referring to London, it is stated that if 
the Surrey Commercial, London, East and 
West India, Millwall, and Victoria docks re- 


ceive early and special attention as regards | 


depth of approaches and entrances and pro- 
vision of the latest. type of cargo- handling 
devices, they will become some of. the most 
valuable of the port. 

The committee was much impressed by the 
serious congestion at the Surrey Commercial 
Docks, which has evoked so much criticism 
from foreign: shipowners.- Better roads. to 
and from docks are recommended. It is 
also considered that the present labour con- 
— are capable. of considerable simplifica- 
ion. 

The conclusion was arrived at that. the 
equipment at the various docks should be im- 
proved, especially by the provision of tugs 
for dock work, of floating cranes, and of 
additional grain elevators. 

Comparing: the costs of handling repre- 
sentative cargoes at United Kingdom and 
Continental ports figures are given showing 
that the average total port disbursements 
are 67 per cent, higher here than in the Con- 
tinental ports.

THE STORY OF THE 
ATTACK. 


A BOMB FAILS TO 
EXPLODE. 

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


CAIRO, Wednesday. . 

Major-General Sir Lee Stack, Governor- 
General of the Sudan, and Sirdar of the 
Egyptian Army, was shot and very 
seriously wounded this afternoon in Cairo 
by a gang of eight men, who attacked him 
with revolvers, after throwing a bomb, 
which failed to explode. 

Sir Lee has three bullet wounds—in the 
hand, foot, and stomach, and his condition 
is so seridfls that an operation is to be 
performed immediately. 

The Sirdar’s . Aide-de-Camp, Captain 

'. K. Campbell, of the Black Watch, was 
slso wounded, and his chauffeur was hit 
in the arm and leg by three bullets. These 

vo are going on well, and are not 
eriously injured. A policeman was also 
wounded. ; 

No fewer than thirty revolver shots were 
fired, and the chauffeur, when the attack 
began, put on full speed, in spite of his own 
wound, and took the car to the Residency. 
The would-be assassins escaped. i 

Lord Allenby, with Mr. Asquith—who 
had previously paid a visit to King Fuad 
—-were having lunch when the car arrived. 
The victims were carried in, and doctors 
immediately summoned. 

The attack has caused great consterna- 
tion in Cairo. 


The following are the facts of the. 


attempt :—The Sirdar was being driven in 
his car homewards from the War Office 
when the car was surrounded by. the gang 
of eight. men, who, after shooting the 
policeman on duty in the leg, threw & 
bomb at the car. The bomb, however, 
failed to explode. 

They next shot the Sirdar’s chauffeur, 
jumped on the car and shot the Atde-de- 
Camp in the chest, and then fired at the 
Sirdar. The first shot hit him in the 
foot, the second in the hand, and the third 
in the abdomen. 

The chauffeur drove the car to the 
Residency, where first hid was adminis- 
tered. 

The first bulletin stated that the Sirdar 
was suffering considerably from shock, 
and that his condition was serious. 

A later bulletin, issued at six o'clock, 
stated that the Sirdar’s condition had not 
improved, and. that an immediate opera- 
tion was necessary. 

Immediately after. the attack Zaghlul 
Pasha, the Premier, visited the scene of 

e outrage, and then went to the Palace 
to inform the King, who sent a chamber- 
to the Residency to express his 
regrets. 

The Sirdar was to have departed for 
the Sudan yesterday, but postponed his 
departure in order to attend a dinner this 
evening at the Residency in honour of 
Mr. Asquith.

the news that Cardinal Logue, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Armagh and 
Primate of All Ireland, is no more. 


in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Armagh, with 
whose restoration his name and efforts 
are inseparably linked. At six o'clock 
on that evening he made his usual visit 
to the Blessed Sacrament. Two hours 
later he was taken ill, and at six o’clock 
yesterday morning he died of heart failure 
at his residence, “ Ara Coeli.”’ : 

Cardinal Logue was in his eighty-fifth 
year, His health for some months had 
been feeble, but his energy of mind and 
spirit had sustained him, and his heart 
was in his life’s work to the end. His 
medical attendant, Dr. Kerr, Armagh, was 
with him during his last illness, and he 
received the last Sacraments from the Very 
Rev. J. Campbell, C.M., President of 
St. Patrick's College, Armagh. 

The late Cardinal was master of a quiet 
and a very pleasant humour, which played 
with something of the magic of a sunbeam 
through his speeches, even on the weightiest 
occasions. It was typical: it sprang from 
kindliness of heart, and it awakened 
kindliness in all who heard it. It was 
at once his own charm and his passport 
to the hearts of men. He leaves the 
memory of a Churchman whe combined 
with broad and tolerant views, and with 
unfailing charity, rare fearlessness in 
uttering=the whole truth that stirred him. 
This blend of humour, tolerance and frank 
speech was the keynote of the man. 


A LONG PRIMACY. 
“The Cardinal,’”’ as he was long spoken of 
in this country, has filled the office of 
ay Catholic Primate of All Ireland since 


A native of. Carrigart, Co. Donegal, 
Michael Logue was born in 1839, and had 
consequently completed his 85th year. 

He saw more than one famine sweep the 
poverty-stricken hills of his native county, 
he witnessed the long-drawn struggle of the 
Land War, and he saw, in the end, the estab- 
lishment of self-government in the land, only 
to be followed by an outbreak of civil war 
and lawlessness which, in his old age, he 
was one of the most strenuous to condemn. 

In his student davs he went to Paris, 
where, prior to his ordination in 1866, he 


Lettres at the Irish College. In 1874 he re- 
turned to the diocese of Raphoe, to which 
originally he belonged, and in July, 1879, 
was consecrated its Bishop. Although an 
accomplished scholar and man of letters, the 
new occupant of the See found little leisure 
to cultivate his natural tastes, the famine- 
stricken conditi n of the districts under his 
supervision claiming the greater part of his 
time and attention. 

He devoted himself to the task of alleviat- 
ing the sufferings of his people with untiring 
energy, and in the course of one year 
collected a sum of nearly £30,000 upon their 
behalf. In 1887 the parish priests of Armagh 
selected him as Coadjutor Bishop to Dr. 
Daniel McGettigan, Archbishop of Armagh, 
and upon Dr. McGettigan’s death seven 
months later he became Archbishop-Primate 
of All Ireland. 


THE CARDINALATE. 

His elevation to -the Cardinalate in 
January, 1895, was a source of deep gratifica- 
tion to the Roman Catholic Church in 
Ireland, ail the more since he was the first 
Primate of Armagh to become a member of 
the Sacred College, and expression was 
given to the general feeling in a number 
of addresses from both clergy and laity, as 
well as from various public bodies, in which 


attainments and to his zeal in promoting the 
spiritual and material interests of his diocese. 
From te time of his accession to the Primacy 
it had been his cherished ambition to com- 
plete the Cathedral of Armagh. 

More than fifty years previously, the build- 
ing of that splendid edifice had been begun 
by Dr. Crolly, the then Archbishop, but. the 
work was hindered during the period of the 
great famine. Dr. Crolly’s labours were 
continued by his successor, Archbishop 
McGettigan, and were carried on apace. It 
romained, however, for Cardinal gue to 
finish a task which was to him truly one of 
love. During a long course. .of years he 
applied himself diligently to the business of 
preparation, and of perfecting and beautify- 
ing the structure. It is recorded that in the 
building of the sacristy, library, synod hall, 
and muniment room, together with the pur- 
chase in fee-simple of the site and the interior 
decorations and altars, he expended a sum of 
upwards of £50,000. 

The Cathedral was consecrated on Sunday, 
July 24, 1904, by Cardinal Vincenzo Vanu- 
telli, who had been specially delegated by 
Pope Pius X. to perform the important func- 
tion. The Papal Legate, who arrived in 
Dublin on July 21, and was received by the 
late Archbishop Walsh, hastened to Armagh, 
where he became the guest of Cardinal Logue, 
and the two prelates were the chief figures 
in the imposing ceremony of consecration. An 
enormous throng flocked to Armagh from all 
parts of Ireland and from many places 
abroad. The principal ecclesiastical dignit- 
aries of Ireland, including Archbishop Walsh, 
were present, and conspicuous among the 
lay members of the congregation were the 
Duke and Duchess of Norfolk. 


AT WESTMINSTER. 


Between Cardinal Logue and the late 
Cardinal Vaughan, both of whom had re- 
ceived the Red Hat at the same Consistory, 
an intimate friendship subsisted. The two 
prelates frequently came into touch, ‘tn 
when Cardinal Logue was passing throu 
London on the occasions of his periodical 
visits to Rome, and they stood side by side 
at the ceremony of laying the foundation 
stone of Westminster Cathedral, the most 
prominent figures in a brilliant assembly. 

Throughout his career Cardinal Logue was 
a close watcher and at times a keen critic, of 
ublic ‘affairs. An excellent, though not a 
requent speaker, he was the master of an 
earnest style of delivery. 

His speeches were always to the point, and 
if not often eloquent, were always skilfully 
reasoned, Simple in tastes, he was a true 
lover of nature, preferring recreation in the 
open air, and at one period of his life he was 
an expert yachtsman. A scholar and student 
all his days, he was a deep and thoughtful
